THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE 


The voice of the people is heard 
with no uncertain intonation in the 
30,000 odd majority piled up ip Al- 
berta last Monday against the con- 
tinuance of the monstrosity known as 
the Liquor Act—an act that made 
not only easily possible the convict- 
ion of the innocent for alleged crime, 
but also has degraded the morality of 
the province of Alberta in making 
criminal the acts of those in its con- 
fines who followed the tendency of 
natural human inclination along cer- 
tain lines—in making possible as a 
lucrative avocation the espionage of 
the stool pigeon, the lowest, most de- 
generate of the products of modern 
mistakes in law-making—the degrad- 
ed imitation of human semblance who 
has been encouraged to gain the con- 
fidence of individuals only to betray 
it—the latter-day Judas Iscariots— 
preying on human weakness. 

It is hoped that publicity given the 
iniquitous principles of the Liquor

This secrecy is ruining the medical 

profession. People will no longer sup- 
port a profession on blind faith. They 
are only willing to support the heal- 
ing cults that merchandise their par- 
ticular ideas and openly lay out their 
complete store of knowledge for the 
benefit of the public and the whole- 
sale prevention of disease, 
| If the medical profession would 
open up and turn the light on, there 
|are a thousand aids to healthful liv- 
| ing which they could develop for their 
}own profession and which the public 
}could give them, 
| During the next 15 years tremen- 
|dous progress will be made in the | 
}science of living, particularly along 
the lines of a simple knowledge as to 
just what our bodies require in the 
way of fuel. 
Whether or not the medical pro- 
fession will participate in this pro- | 
gress or whether doctors will allow 
their profession to fall into desuetude 
and oblivion, is a question that rests 
with themselves. 

Certainly the medical profession 
cannot hope for immortality so long 
as the public is excluded from its 
confidence and “professional etiqu- 
ette” is set up in the doctor's code 
above the physical welfare of the

REDUCE INFANT MORTALITY 


The late session of the American 
College of Surgeons at Chicago 
stressed the importance of better care 
of expectant mothers so that infant 
and maternal mortality may be re- 
duced. 

The high rate of infant mortality 
all over the world is the weak spot in 
our whole health record. 

There are two essential remedies 
that must be applied: 

1, Some system of eugenics where- 
by those who can never hope to have 
healthy offspring will be prevented 
from having them. 

2. Training which will fit men and 
women for fatherhood and mother- 
hood just as thoroughly as they are 
trained for any other profession. 

It is a crime against civilization 
that the breeding of human beings 
should be undertaken less intelligent- 


2|ly, less scientifically and less care- 


fully than the breeding of pigs, cows 
and chickens. 


AMERICAN PRAISE FOR BONAR 
LAW 


Bonar Law is one of these men 
whose merits are not fully appreci- 
ated until it is found necessary to ap- 
point their successors. He was the 


very antithesis of his predecessor in 
office. The few months of his admin- 
istration were long enough to im- 
press the world with the quiet great- 
ness that lurked in him. Woodrow 
Wilson’s message to him is only typi- 
cal of what American papers are say- 
ing. They could hardly be more sin- 
cerely regretful if they were taking 
leave of an American President in 
similar circumstances. They feel that 
they know Bonar Law as well as his 
own countrymen know him, and his 
qualities are as greatly esteemed on 
this side of the Atlantic as on the 
other. The New York World says: 

“Mr. Bonar Law did not stir men. 
He reassured them. He gave them 
no slogans, he gave them no policies. 
But he gave them confidence. He 
settled nothing of any great import- 
ance to Europe or to the Empire, 
but somehow he managed by the 
force of his personal example to re- 
store a badly shaken faith in Parlia- 
mentary politics. For people care 
more about men than about measures, 
and they value transparent honesty 
and simplicity a great deal. Having 
dined continuely on caviare and cock- 
tails and peacocks with Mr. Lloyd 
George, the British people were more 
than ready for a little plain living.” 

This is the tribute paid him by the 
New York Tribune: 

“It is a notable tribute to Bonar 
Law's statesmanship that his retire- 
ment excites as deep concern abroad 
as it does at home. When Lloyd Geo- 
rge was forced out of office there was 
a sigh of relief. He had kept Europe 
in hot water. His passion for theatri- 
calism in diplomacy and his amazing 
inconsistencies had destroyed confi- 
dence in his leadership. Bonar Law 
came in with a program of tran- 
quillization. And in the few months 
of his Premiership Europe-made moré 
substantial progress toward politi- 
cal stability and .ecovery than was 
made, perhaps, during the whole 
post-treaty period of Georgian 
spectacularism. 

“Bonar Law stood out as an em- 
bodiment of common-sense modera- 
tion. He was hampered in manyways 
by the foreign policy which he had 
inherited. But he was determined to 
show good will * * * Bonar Law in- 
spired faith because of his sincerity 
and steadfastness. After all, charac- 
ter is the greatest asset, even in 
politics, The retiring Premier, was 
gifted with the two sterling qualities 
of simplicity and modesty. Lord Bea- 
verbrook said of him that ‘his cur- 
ious combination of intellect and 
character’ really sustained the Lloyd 
George coalition. When he laid down 
the burden of floor management in 
the House of Commons the coalition 
began to crack. ‘Yet no drop of the 
sparkling wine of victory touched his 
lips so long as his chief was there to 
drain the flagon.’
